Hit by Bride Ship,. 
@ Cattle Boat Lost 


LIVERPOOL, (CP)—No human 
lives were lost Wednesday when the 
bride ship Empire Brent, carrying 
200 wives and children of Canadian 
servicemen to Halifax, capsized the 
cattle steamship Stormont in an 
early morning collision in the foggy 
Mersey. 

The Empire Brent is better known 
to Canadians as the former hospital 
ship Letitia, 


(The Canadian wives bureau in| 


London said none of the Empire 
Brent's passengers was hurt.) 

After the collision the Empire 
Brent, with startled women Uning 
her rails, was taken into dock with 
damage to her bow. 


More than 200 head of cattle on 
the Stormont were thrown into 
the river. The 1,031-ton Stormont 


finally was towed ashore, where she 
is lying on her port side with the 
upper structure almost submerged. 
All the Stormont’s crew were res~- 
ued by harbor craft. 
Men in rowboats and launches 
orked in a driving rain to lasso 
cattle and drag them ashore but 
many were so weak they had to 
be shot as they lay in the water. 
The wives and children on the 
Empire Brent will return to London, 
end if the ship is not seriously dam- 
eged, will resume their voyage in a 
few days, Otherwise they will have 
to await another vessel.

MacKinnon announced Tuesday the 
removal of all quotas on the amount 
of wheat which prairie farmers may 
deliver to their country elevators. 


This means that farmers may de- 
| liver as much wheat as they want 
to the elevators instead of being 
restricted to a certain number of 
bushels per acre, according to their 
districts. 


Officials said that up to now 
approximately 90 percent of the 
crop areas were on the maximum 
quota of 20 bushels an acre, or were 
entirely quota-free, 

Marketings High 

Mr, MacKinnon announced also 
that during the first 3% months 
of the current crop year—to Nov. 
15—producers have marketed the 
exceptionally high total of 201,000,000 
bushels of wheat. At Nov. 15, coun- 
try elevators held 86,500,000 bushels. 


“These deliveries and stocks are 
|gratifying in view of the export 
|demand which now exists,” he said, 
“but all wheat marketed by pro- 
ducers during the present crop year 
| Will be required to meet the urgent 
export demands for both wheat and 
flour.” 


Mr. MacKinnon said the Cana- 
dian Wheat board had increased 
delivery quotas this fall as rapidly 
}as available storage space and cur- 
|rent transportation would permit, 


| Officials ; the y removal 
}of the quotas this fall resulted from 
the heavy shipments of wheat early 
this year which cleaned the eleva- 
tors out of much of the 1945-46 
| crop. 

The quota system of wheat deliv- 
eries to elevators is used to avvuid 
congestion and to ensure that 
farmers at a distance from elevators 
|have as much chance to deliver 
their wheat as those whose lands 


are close to the storage depots. |

4 Farmers Fail 
In Strike Anneals 


Appeals made on behalf of four 
St. Paul farmers against convictions 
as a result of the recent farmers’ | 
strike, were dismissed with costs in | 
a judgement handed down by Mr. 
Justice Hugh John Macdonald. 

The jurist gave leave to S. W. 
Ross and L. J. Fortier, defence 
counsellors for Adam Skakoon, R. 
Bartholemew, Richard Fritze and 
Victor Tessier, to make a new ap- 
pea] to the appellate division of the 
supreme court. 

The farmers 


were convicted by 
Magistrate Pitre in St. Paul of 
unlawfully preventing delivery of 
cream by Robert Sharkey, Marcel 
Belzil, Lucien Gamache, Didier 
Gamache and Emil Belzil on Sept. 
23. The magistrate sentenced each 
of the picketing farmers to 14 
days in jail on each of a total 
of 13 counts, 


The appeal was made on several 
grounds, mainly that the magistrate 
refused to grant the necessary ad- 
journment to allow the accused to 
make a full answer and defence 
to the charges. 

In an affidavit of the magistrate 
to Mr. Justice Macdonald, he said 
the accused entered pleas of not 
guilty, the crown entered its case 
but Mr. Fortier refused to enter 
a defence because no adjournment | 
was granted, The magistrate then | 


| found the men guilty.

Better Buy in Canada 

Under precautionary orders issued at 
Washington, shipment of soft coal to Canada 
stopped Monday midnight. Industries in 
Ontario and Quebec which depend upon 
this class of fuel are thus again under 
threat, and there are many of them, em- 
ploying thousands of people. 

House-holders in those provinces are | 
also given cause for uneasiness, because 
should soft coal production be interrupted 
seriously the shipment of hard coal to Can- | 
ada will have to be banned too, and this | 
fuel kept for United States consumers who 
illy use the bituminous type. 

Whether or not the soft coal mines are 
put out of business again, the threat should 
arouse among people in the central provin- 
ces more interest than they have ever yet 
shown in the possibility of cutting adrift 
from the United States sources and drawing 
their coal supplies regularly from Alberta 
and Nova Scotia. Distance is of course a bar- 
rier, and a serious one, 

But security is more important than 
price, convenience or custom when a winter 
coal supply is at stake. Already consum- 
ers in those provinces have been deprived of 
coal because of a dispute in the United 
States, which they did not cause, could not 
prevent, and could do nothing to settle. At 
the moment they face another prospect of 
empty bins—in winter—because of another 
dispute in the producing area across the 
border. 

Canadian mines are operated under 
Canadian law, and the law can be made 
whatever Canadians want it to be. That fact 
should carry some weight with consum- 
ers in Ontario and Quebec at the present 
juncture. They would be safer if they got 
their coal supply from mines in Canada,

What is wrong with the prefabricated 


house”? For some reason it doesn't seem to 
be wanted either in Canada or the United 
States. A Montreal firm says it could turn 


out knock-down houses, ready to be put 
together on the ground in quick order, at 
the rate of dozens per week if people would 
buy them. And at Washington the re- 
construction finance corporation has re- 
fused to advance loans to firms wanting to 
turn out “prefabs,” apparently because there 

is not a known demand ready to take up the 
output,

houses as one detail of its housing program

ent? Most people have an instinctive notion |

which cannot be kept warm in winter. If that 
is the case, the fault can surely be reme- 
died. A change of building specifications 
would seem to meet the objection, 
Whatever the reason, the fact that 
“prefabs” are not saleable is peculiar. 
Automobiles are turned out by mass pro- 


duction, and the only reason they are not} 


selling in millions is that they can’t be made 
fast enough. Refrigerators are not built 
where they are to be used, nor radios, nor 
washing machines. Ready-made clothing, 
and endless other types of consumer goods, 
and capital goods, are “prefabricated,” and 
there is no trouble selling these. Houses in 
fact seem to be the one commodity that is 
not produced on the ready-to-use plan. 

Yet the need of houses is more acute 
than the need of motor cars or any other 
of the highly complicated family require- 


| ments or industrial machines which no one 


thinks of making any other way than by the 
fast and economical processes of production 
lines and mass output. Then why not build 
houses by some faster method than assemb- 
ling materials on the site and putting them 
together stick by stick and board by board? 

Maybe the prefabricated house is not 
the answer. But there must be some way 
to turn out houses at a rate more in keep- 
ing with the pace of production that has 
been attained in other lines, practically all 
other lines. Do we still have to build houses 
the way our grandfathers did it? We don’t 
build other things that way.

| Clarifying 
By Bruce 

Three recent developments have 
clarified without solving the prob- 
lem of atomic energy. A commit- 
tee of scientists has reported on 
the feasibility of controlling the 
use of the atom, The United States 
government ha: offered a complete 
explanation of its plan of atomic 
control and has swept away much 
misunderstanding of it. The Mex- 
ican government has offered an 
entirely new control plan to the 
United Nations. On the basis of 
these developments, the Atomic 
Energy Commission now is making 
another attempt to break the long 
deadlock on control measures be- 
tween Russia and the western 
powers, 

The scientific committee appoint- 
ec by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion finds that a system of control- 
ling the atom and prohibiting the 
use in weapons is “technologically 
feasible.” Given sufficient power 
of inspection, scientists can watch 
every stage in the fission of the 
atom and see precisely how its 
products are used, If the scientific 
problem is complex in a technical 
jsense, it is simple compared with 
the political problem which must 
he solved before scientists can be- 
gin to control atomic processes.

LONDON: The two months set-| 
back in Britain's export drive— 
caused more by summer holidays 
than anything else—is over and 
export figures for October are ex- 
pected to reach the July peak. 

In terms of volume rather than 
value, September's total of $311,500, 
000 was nine per cent below the, 
1938 average. In July, exports were 
20 per cent above the 1938 average. 

Over the year, progress has been, 
in view of the problems, quite spec- 
tacular, In the first quarter of 1946, 
exports were 84 per cent of the 1938 
volume; in the second, they were 
98 and in the third, they were 104 
per cent, In the final quarter of 
1945, exports were only 50 per cent 
of the pre-war average. 

The adverse balance of trade is 
still considerable, however, in 
spite of the fact that imports are 
being held successfully at 70 per 
cent of pre-war. The monthly deficit 
remains around $130,000,000. 


A comprehensive picture of Bri- 
tain’s trade position must include, 
not only totals of imports and ex- 
ports but also the origins of the 
former and the destination of the} 
latter. A glance at these shows a| 
basic weakness in the export drive. | 

(For the purpose of comparison, 
1938 figures shown in the follow-| 
jing paragraphs should be doubled. 
This will bring both import and) 
export costs approximately into 
line with 1946.) 

In 1938, imports into the United 
Kingdom averaged $110,000,000 a 
month from sterling countries and 
$226,000,000 from non-sterling areas 
In 1945, they were $124,000,000 and 
$280,000,000, respectively; in July, 
1946, they were $161,000,000 and $284, 
000,000. These figures do not include 
munitions, | 

Exports on the other hand were: | 
1938 to sterling countries, $80,000, 
000 and to non-sterling areas, $92, 
000,000 a month; 1945, $66,000,000 and 
$69,000,000; July, 1946, $194,000,000 
and $210,000,000. Included in these 
figures are relief and rehabilitation | 
supplies to liberated countries. 

The picture becomes clearer and 
the danger to Britain more obvious 
when individual countries are con- 
sidered. The crux of the problem 
\is North America and here the wide} 
discrepancy appears, In 1938, im- 
ports from Canada averaged $29, 
000,000 a month and from the Unit- 
ed States $33,000,000, In July, 1946, 
these figures had risen to $62,000,000 
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for Canada and $55,000,000 for the 
United States. 

Exports to these two nations, 
however, which were $8,360,000 and 
$7,480,000 for Canada and the United 
States in 1938, are still only in July, 
1946, $11,000,000 and $11,880,000, In 
other words if the doubling formula 
is applied, imports have been held 
at substantially the same level, ex- 
ports have shrunk and the adverse 
balance remains as great as it ever 
was. 

Furthermore, Britain cannot de- 
pend on being able to use the pro- 
ceeds of her exports to the sterling 
area and Europe to pay for excess 
imports from North America. There 
is good possibility that, while ster- 
ling will become convertible, many 
of the nations which take a large 
portion of Britain's exports will 
claim the full period of grace allow- 
ed under Bretton Woods. This runs 
to five years or more, 

The success of the drive funda- 
mentaly depends on Britain being 
able to find the solution to the lack 
of balance in her export business,

An injun+tion can only be issued 
by a court—as was the one imposed 
(on John L, Lewis two days ago— 
on submission of proof that the 
action is necessary to avert “ir- 
reparable harm.” 

The administration had no trouble 
in proving the prospect of that 
“irreparable harm” when it obtained 
the order banning Lewis from fur- 
tier fomenting the strike and order- 
ing him tu take back the notice of 
cancellation of contract which he 
had servea on the government.

City Man Gets 
Jail, Lashes 


Found guilty in supreme 
court Tuesday by Mr. Justice 
S. J. Shepherd on a charge of 
raping a 58-year-old Clyde dis- 
trict woman, William Robert 
Staples, Edmonton, was senten- 
ced to serve five years in 
Prince Aloert penitentiary and 
also to receive 10 lashes. 

Evidence adduced at the trial 
by crown prosecutor Donald 
B, MacKenzie was that the ac- 
cused, while on a hunting trip 
in the Clyde district, gave his 
victim a ride in his automobile. 

Shortly after she entered the 
car he committed the offence, 
and used such force that bruise- 
marks of his fingers were vis- 
able on the woman's arms for 
several days. The woman test- 
tified the accused also struck 
her on the face.

ilities. Today we know that it has 
a great many different uses. Milk 


is now made from these beans and 
some say that it is more digestible 
than cow's milk, They are also us 
ed as substitutes for cheese, maca- 
roni and butter, and soy-bean oil 
now vies with cottonseed and lin 
seed oils: for prominence Plastics 
and automobile parts are made 
from them too, 

SOY BEANS are of special in- 
terest to us because of their high 
health value, During the war we 
heard a great deal about this but 
now that the pinch is off we are 
likely to forget about it. In soy 
beans we find all of the vitamins 
with an especially nice amount of 
vitamin B. This is an important 
fact to remember because surveys 
have shown that the average diet 
is more likely to be deficient in 
vitamin B than in any of the other 
vitamins, This bean is also a splen- 


did source of protein and fat. In 
fact it contains twice as much of 
both as beef. It would indeed be 


a wise health measure to incorpor- 
ate more soy beans in our diets. 

I firmly believe that the time 
will come when nutrition will be so 
highly developed that our off- 
spring will look back at the barbar 
ic days, when people ate what tas- 
ted good rather than what was 
good for them with horror, They 
will wonder how we lived at all 
and will feel sorry for those of 
us who died at an average age 

| CAN ONLY hope that this 
comes soon enough for us now liv- 
ing.

Gaining Foothold in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, (NANA) “Q* 
Fever’"—a pneumonia-like disease | 
first reported from Australia about 
six years ago—apparently has gain- | 
ed a foothold in the United States, 
and may be moving around the 
world, 

Within the past six months, ac- | 
cording to the United States public 
health service, there have been two 
small epidemics — one in Amarillo, 
Tex., and one in Chicago—which un- 
questionably are due to the germ 
of this disease, Previously the only 
cases in this country had been 
among laboratory workers, with one 
possible exception in Montana in| 
1941, 


Stockmen Hit 

The symptoms are very similar to | 
those of virus pneumonia and the 
two diseases may easily be con- 
fused, according to public health 
service doctors. The essential dif- 
ference is that the pneumonia is due 
to a filterable virus, such as is re- 
sponsible for influenza or measles. 
Q fever, on the other hand, is caused 
by one of the rickettsia, similar to 
the organisms responsible for typhus 
fever and Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever. 

Both recent epidemics ocurred 
among stockyard workers, leading 
strongly to the belief that the rick- 
ettsia organism is carried by live- 
stock, There was a considerable 
outbreak of the malady in Italy dur- 
ing the last year of the war, soldiers 
billetted in Italian barns being the | 
first to get the disease, It can be | 
passed from man to man quite easily | 
and an epidemic is difficult to con- | 
trol, |
